It was Andrew Ellicott, of Sole- 


tun, 
first Surveyor General ol the 


United States, who nas tbe chief 
assistant of Major L'Enfant, who laid 
out the new city of Washington, and 
who WHS afterwards selec'ed as com- 
missioner on tbe part of the United 
States to run the boundary line be- 
tween this country and Spain. 


II was Joseph Smith, of Tlnicuin, 


who made tbe first mould board In 
America, and we have tbe testimony 
of our foreffathers that the Bucks 
county plow revolutionized farming 


But why multiply Instances?

and "Stories of

County "(associated with George Wln- 
fleld Moore, ol Chester County).
